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Ohioitis Might Be Catching 


No single factor could account for the 
way Ohio wheat growers slammed the gate 
on federal management of agriculture in the 
wheat referendum. This state led all others 
in the ratio of rejection. 
Heavy membership in the Ohio Farm Bur­ 
eau Federation, which fought the 1963 pro­ 
posal tooth and nail, accounted for some of 
the Ohio reaction. 
Another important influence is the diversi­ 
fication of farming in this state and the 
fad wheat-growing on a commercial scale 
is unknown here. Many small growers put 
more value on wheat straw than they do on 
the grain, itself. They can get along without 
homegrown wheat, but they need 
home­ 
grown straw. 
Still, when these and other factors have 
been considered, no explanation would be 
complete without mention of Ohioitis. 
Ohioitis causes Ohioans to upset 
apple 
carts. 


It caused them to snow under the John 


F. Kennedy candidacy in 1960 after Demo­ 
cratic Gov. Michael V. DiSalle theoretically 
had tied up the state. Then in 1962 they 
swamped the DiSalle candidacy in favor of 
Jam es Rhodes, who promised nothing but 
austerity, then delivered with even more 
than had been specified in the centrad. 


Ohio, of course, was the state that took 
pride in backing the late Robert A. Taft 
against all comers during the New Deal 
era. 


In 1944, Ohio went for Thomas E. Dewey 
and almost went for him again when Harry 
Truman pulled the upset in 1948. 


In 1952 and 1956, of course, it didn’t give 
Adlai Stevenson much more than a token 
vote of esteem. 


If Ohioitis is catching, there may be some­ 
thing tougher in politics one of these days 
than federates. 


Moderation In Birm ingham 


A new munidpal government in Birming­ 
ham headed by a moderate mayor, Albert 
Bout well, and a nine-member city council 
will have a chance to demonstrate the only 
reasonable alternative to the extremism that 
has given Birmingham and Alabama a repu­ 
tation for irreconcilability. 
Birmingham was used by Negroes to dem­ 
onstrate their impatience with a policy of 
stalling them off in their drive for consti­ 
tutional rights, chiefly the right to vote. It 
was ripe for the demonstration because the 
city had been under the control of bitter- 
end segregationists who could be counted on 
to react with violence to the Negroes* non­ 
violent demonstrations. 
That was exactly what happened. 
TW# bitter-enders either hadn’t heard of 


Mahatma Gandhi or saw no similarity be­ 
tween what was happening in Alabama and 
what happened in India when Gandhi's fol­ 
lowers used passive resistance against their 
British overlords. 
They did precisely what it was anticipated 
they would do. They reacted violently to 
nonviolence. 
Actually, the British had no choice against 
Gandhi. By the time they faced their mo. 
ment of truth, it was too late to undo the 
damage they had done with generations of 


repression. 
It is not too late in Birmingham, in Ala­ 
bama, and in the other segregationist states, 
provided moderationists can take over be­ 
fore irreconcilables have made agreement 
impossible. 


In Guantanamo To Stay 


If the Kremlin had planned it, reports 
about abandoning the U.S. naval base at 
Guantanamo. Tuba, couldn’t be more dam­ 
aging to this country’s prestige in Initin 
America. 
The tendency is for the report to be­ 
come the fart if repeated often enough. This 
is a familiar tactic in political infighting. 
A report is circulated that an officeholder 
has been asked to resign, or is thinking of 
leaving public service. The source of the 
report usually is an adversary of the office­ 
holder. 
The ensuing discussion heats up the situa­ 
tion until the officeholder’s position becomes 
untenable and he must leave public service. 
The same thing is done with managers 
of baseball teams and football coaches. It 
Is standard practice. Start an undermining 
rumor.

Guantanamo. We believe it would be a 


stupid move to leave, not because the bas# 
is indispensable bul because it would look 
as if the United States had bren scared out. 


We believe the U. S. Navy’s denial that 
there is any connection between development 
of Roosevelt Roads in Puerto Rico and Guan­ 
tanamo should be taken at face value.

Navy says the Puerto Rican base is for 
experimental work—not for Polaris missile 
testing, as reported bv the Kremlin. 


We choose to believe Washington. 


We believe, in burt, that the Kremlin 
should lie left in sole (barge of all reports 
that help the Kremlin do its dirty work 
in I>atin America. The United States will 
stay in Guantanamo as long as its departure 
could be interpreted as a surrender.

ferior to the other The dominant 
hen not only [leeks her wilh im­ 
punity. but has first rights at the 
food trough, the roost and the nest 
boxes

' peck order", the National Geo­ 
graphic Society says.

WASHINGTON 


This limping year, in which 
Congress has dragged its feet and 
the big power* look like bears in 
a slow waltz, may yet be mem­ 
orable and even tense at home, 
if not abroad. 


Racial barriers, caught between 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
decisions 
against state-imposed segregation 
and Negro demonstrations against 
segregation in all its forms, are 
crumbling in the South. 


But even by year’s end they will 
still be far from eliminated. Be­ 
cause of white resistance to the 
crumbling and Negro insistence 
upon hastening it. racial explo­ 
sions in the South could turn this 
into an agonizing year. 


And it can’t even be guessed 
what will happen in Alabama if 
Gov. George C. Wallace insists on 
defying a federal court order— 
and 
President 
Kennedy 
uses 
troops to back it up—to admit Ne­ 
groes to the University of Ala­ 
bama. 


In Congress this has been a dull, 
slow time. From the beginning of 
his term 
Kennedy has leaned 
over backwards lo get along with 
Southern Democrats, even when 
they hurled roadblocks at some of 
his programs, like medical care 
for the aged. 


On other programs they've been 
of help to him. 
But the pleasant 
relationship 
may turn sour and the help di­ 
minish if he really pushes hard 
for civil rights measures with 
teeth at the very time he’s hop­ 
ing Congress will give him the 
kind of tax cut program he’s 
pleaded for.

1. Recovering from the hang to 
his prestige—after being forced 
to pull his missiles out of Cuba 
last fall—and perhaps pondering 
some other strategy of tit-for-tat 
to make the United States hack 
down on something. 
2. Trying to avoid a violent 
break with Red Chinese critics 
while trying to rally world com­ 
munist opinion to his side before 
he has a showdown with the Chin­ 
ese Communists. Some kind of 
showdown seems certain. 
Meanwhile Kennedy has had his 
hands full trying to preserve al­ 
lied unity—both on trade and de­ 
fense—after French President de 
Gaulle cracked it at the seams 
with his tactics. 
So the Kennedy administration 
has been wrestling with its allies 
over tariffs while offering plans, 
which sound far bigger than they 
look, for a NATO nuclear force. 
In short, this first half of 1963 
has been pretty much a time of 
preparation for the last half. 


Gambians W ait Freedom 


Geographer* 
call 
Gambia 
a 
"riverine 
enclave” . 
Statesmen 
rail it a ‘‘geographical absurdity.” 
But some 284.000 Gambians call it 
home, and are happily awaiting 
independence. 


Gambia is a finger of land that 
probes 21ft miles into West Af­ 
rica. the National Geographic So­ 
ciety says. The enclave follows 
the twisting course of the Gam­ 
bia River and for most of it s 
length is only aboul 14 miles wide. 


Surrounded on three sides by 
Senegal and on the fourth by the 
Atlantic, Gambia covers only 4,* 
(UMI square miles The British col­ 
ony and protectorate now has in­ 
ternal self - government. W h e n 
Gambia attains full independence 
in December it will lie Africa's 
smallest ctmntry—both in size and 
population. 


Gambia faces the future with 
no railways, 65 miles of p a v e d 
roads and an airport — near a 
town called Yiindum — that bad­ 
ly needs a new runway. Much of 
the soil is poor and sandy. Thine 
are 
no 
apparent 
mineral 
re­ 
sources, 
though 
geologists 
are 
looking for oil. 


E f f o r t s to develop Gambia s 
economy have failed rather dis­ 
mally. A mining scheme and a 
shark fishery floundered. Great 
Britain invested more than 2 mil­ 
lion in an ambitious chicken and 
egg venture. Disease arid poof 
feed wqied out the flocks. Each 
egg produced cost $511. 


The tiny nation s economy is 
based on peanuts, or groundnuts 
as the British call them Almost 
all Gambians are farmers arid 
peanuts are their sole cash errp. 
Ships 
called 
"gruundnutters” 
steam up the Gambia to collect 
the peanuts arid unload them at 
Bathurst, the coIihiv x ocean |>ort 
and capital. About MIKKI tons of 
peanuts are exported annually. 
The only other exports are palm 
kernels, a few hides and a little 
liers wax. 
Peanuts provide a steady but 
meager income, and part of that

The Portuguese first explored 
the Gambia River in 1455 and the 
British arrived a century later,

along the river until the 1783 
Ireaty of Versailles gave the Eng­ 
lish trade rights. 
Gambia was administered bv 
the British from Sierra Leone un­ 
til IHxs when the small area at 
the mouth of the river became a 
separate colony. The large upriv­ 
er [airtion was added as a pro- 
teetorate several years later. 
Only a few British civil serv­ 
ants remain in Gambia, "but the 
memory of a long line of colon­ 
ials lingers Old hands are fond 
of recalling the district commis­ 
sioner for Gambia's hottest His.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - This 
is going to be a short week, but 
it should be a belligerent one in 
the Ohio Legislature. Moat of the 
fireworks are scheduled Tuesday. 
Lawmakers will wind up tile 
week Wednesday afternoon and 
take Thursday—Memorial Day- 
as a holiday, returning nest Mon 
day for what they hope is their 
last two weeks of toil in the legal 
vineyard. 
These are the Mis which may 
well cause a few ruckuses be­ 
fore the abbreviated week ends: 
A House vote on a bill to pro­ 
hibit persons advocating violent 
overthrow of the U. S. govern­ 
ment from speaking on state uni­ 
versity campuses. 
—A House vote on a bill to sub­ 
district 
Cuyahoga 
County, the 
state’s largest, for election of rep­ 
resentatives to the Ohio House. 
—A House joint resolution de­ 
claring it to be the feeling of the 
legislature that prayer and Bible 
reading be a part of the daily 
program of each public school 
class. 
If adopted, the prayer-and-Bible 
reading resolution would go to the 
Senate. 
The House bill coming up on 
campus speakers stems from an 
Ohio State University experience 
some months ago in which Presi­ 
dent Novice G. Fawcett refused 
to permit Frank Wilkinson of New 
York to speak on the campus be­ 
cause of his 
alleged affiliation 
with a group dedicated to the 
abolition of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. Wil­ 
kinson never has been officially 
identified as a member qf a sub­ 
versive group. 
Emergence of the Cuyahoga 
County suhdistncting bill for the 
election of representatives from 
Cleveland stirred the ire a fort­ 
night ago of Democrats in the 
legislature.

Sinks have a way oi clogging 
at the most inopportune times, us­ 
ually when a plumber isn’t 
avail­ 
able. 
Since the entire kitchen routine 
is disrupted when the water

the sink won’t drain, it is well to 
be familiar with the establirfied 
methods of clearing such stojv 
pages. 
A rubber suction - cup plunger, 
known as “a plumber’s friend” , 
should be included in the repair 
equipment of any house. It p r o- 
vides 
the simplest mechanical 
way of cleaning a clogged water 
pipe. 
The plunger is placed over the 
drain and worked up and down, 
the alternate compressitm an d 
suction tending to dislodge what­ 
ever is d ic i n g the pipe. 
Most persons make one impor­ 
tant mistake in using the plunger. 
They empty all the water from the 
clogged sink before using t h e 
plunger. Removing most of the 
water is proper, but enough must 
be left in the sink to cover the 
drain and the bottom part of the 
suction cup. The plunger wUl not 
work unless there is an airtight 
seal over the drain. 
Another error is in giving up 
too soon. Quite often, a plunger 
will produce no results for the 
first five or 10 times, then sud­ 
denly do its work after the 20th 
or 30th or 40th time. 
Chemical drain cleaners some­ 
times are effective, but must be 
handled with care — and the di­ 
rections must be followed to the 
letter.

CLEVELAND (AP)-May steel 
mill shipments will be close to 8 
million tons—biggest month since 
March 1990—faut demand is nib- 
siding along with threat of a sum­ 
mer strike in basic steel, Steel 
Magazine said today. 
The United Steelworkers have 
made it clear they want to settle 
without a formal contract reopen­ 
ing, the weekly journal of metal­ 
working said. But even if the 
union reopened next week, it 
would not be able to strike for 90 
days, or until early September. 
The last week of May will see 
ingot production about equal to 
the 2,618,000 tons estimated as the 
industry’s output last week, Steel 
said. 
Last week’s operating level, a 
probable peak for the year, was 
a half per cent above the previous 
week and around 85 per cent of 
the industry’s unofficial capacity 
of 160 million ingot tons a year, 
Steel reported. 
Demand is below its April peak 
but well above average for the 
season, 
thanks largely to high- 
level automobile production, the 
magazine said. 


You Can Pound 
Kinks From Saw 


Question: Can you tell me how 
to get kinks out of an old cross­ 
cut handsaw? I have had the saw 
for many years and would like to 
hang on to it 
Answer: Kinks can be taken out 
of a saw by laying the saw out 
on a flat surface and flattening 
them with a wooden mallet. How­ 
ever, it appears that your saw 
needs a sharpening. Kinks usually 
develop because the saw blade is 
dull and you are forcing the saw 
through the wood. 


Question: There is old, flaking 
paint on the outside of our house. 
I’d like to remove it before re­ 
painting. Should I use a scraper 
or a wire brush? 
Answer; A scraper is very ef­ 
fective. but care must be used 
not to dig chunks out of the wood. 
This can not happen with a wire 
brush, no matter how vigorous 
the brushing. Where the condition 
is very bad, professional painters 
use both the scraper and the wire 
brush.

Radiator Cover 


Question: 
Can you tell 
me 
something about making a wood­ 
en radiator enclosure? I haven’t 
had too much experience with 
woodworking, so please don’t get 
me involved in any complicated 
piece of construction. 
Answer: The simplest t y p e 
of radiator enclosure has two sid­ 
es, a front and a top; no bottom 
and no back. Merely build 
frame which will fit over the ra­ 
diator. When you have tried it out 
to be certain it is the right size, 
take it off the radiator and com­ 
plete it. 
To permit enough heat to 
into the room, the front and top 
of the enclosure must have open 
ings. This can be done in a num­ 
ber of ways. One is to bore 
lot of holes in the wooden front 
and top. While this requires no 
skill, it takes considerable time 
and is not too effective. 
Some kind of metal screening 
or other perforated material is 
better. It’s easy to attach it to a 
wooden frame and then nail piec­ 
es of wood around the edges for 
a neater appearance.

Sinks have a way of clogging 
at the most inopportune times, us­ 
ually when a plumber isn’t avail­ 
able. 
Since the entire kitchen routine 
is disrupted when the water in 
the sink won’t drain, it is well to 
be familiar with the established 
methods of clearing such stop­ 
pages. 
A rubber suction - cup plunger, 
known as “a plumber’s friend”, 
should be included in the repair 
equipment of any house. It p r o- 
vides the simplest mechanical 
way of cleaning a clogged water 
pipe. 
The plunger is placed over the 
drain and worked up and down, 
the alternate compression a n d 
suction tending to dislodge what­ 
ever is clogging the pipe. 
Most persons make one impor­ 
tant mistake in using the plunger. 
They empty all the water from the 
clogged sink before using t h e 
plunger. Removing most of the 
water is proper, but enough must 
be left in the sink to cover the 
drain and the bottom part of tim 
suction cup. Die plunger will not 
work unless there is an airtight 
seal over the drain. 
Another error is in giving up 
too soon. Quite often, a plunger 
will produce no resulta for t h e 
first five or IO times, then sud­ 
denly do its work after the 20th 
or 30th or 40th time. 
Chemical drain cleaners some­ 
times are effective, but must be 
handled with care — and the di­ 
rections must be followed to the 
letter. 
If the sink is clogged, b u t 
draining slowly, the cleaner prob­ 
ably will work. But if no draining 
at all is taking place, no results 
are likely, since the cleaner must 
flow to the point of obstruction. 
Also, when there is no draining, 
the chemical will remain in the 
sink and boil up, an undesirable 
condition because it is caustic and 
injurious to the skin.

“I’ve tried just putting his in­ 
terests to something else and 
we’re both in a much better hu­ 
mor. Who’s right?” 
My reply in part: 
Neither you nor your mother is 
wholly right. If you con*inuallv 
say “No” when your baby “gets 
into something’’ and shout at him 
or give hun force otherwise, you 
and he will continue to be “ner­ 
vous wrecks.” On the other hand, 
if you trust wholly to diverting his 
attention to something else y o u 
hardly will succeed for long.

Encourage him 
then in desirable activity, inter­ 
spersed with cuddling and tender 
approval. 


AIM TO GET him so trained 
that you will be able to say “No" 
in a quiet voice when he faces 
some unexpected forbidden object. 
As he learns to avoid a few for­ 
bidden things, he will be the more 
ready to be diverted to 
thing else".

independence of spirit and love of 
liberty, then restoration of all 
these is part of your task,” Eisen­ 
hower told the 111 members of 
the graduating class. 
“The need for reformation rises 
out of the new and complex prob­ 
lems that confront us daily, re­ 
quiring new and even revolution­ 
ary solutions.” 
The former president said the 
Constitution provides a means for 
restoration and reformation fay the 
people themselves. 
“Through their state legisla­

ments as can and will reserve 
any trends they see as fatal to 
true representative government.” 
Eisenhower said he was not 
hinting at any amendment cur­ 
rently proposed, or under consid­ 
eration, by the states. 
Sunday’s address marked the 
second time in a decade that Eis­ 
enhower had come to speak at 
Defiance. The Northwestern Ohio 
college has as its president, Dr.

Q U ESTIO N : W ha t a re need les o n a p ine co ne fo r? 


ANSWER: This q u estio n is a little mix ed u p . The p ine needles 
do no t gro w fro m the co nes bu t fro m tlie twigs. These “needles” 
are simp ly a sp ecial kind o f leaf and wo rk fo r the tree in the 
same way that o ther leav es do ; by u sing the energy o f su n­ 
light, they take the raw materials o f air, water and minerals 
manu factu re the p lant fo o d which is es.sential to no u ri.sh the 
tree and keep it gro wing. In mo st o f the p ine family o f trees, 
the narro w leav es stay o n the twigs o v er the winter ami so 
these trees are called ev ergreens. The narro w leaf shap e is 
u sefu l, becau se it lets su nlight p enetrate thro u gh the ev er­ 
greens’ fo liage and 
so keep s the little fo o d facto ries o f the 
leav es go ing. The great 
Secju o ia is said to be the biggest 
and 
o ldest liv ing thing Ho wev er, the sp lendid Redwcx id. which also 
gro ws o n the West Co ast, is ev en taller, with a reco rd o f 364 
feet. Ano ther member o f the p ine family which we did no t hav e 
sp ace to illu strate is the Larch o r Tamarack, It can be re­ 
co gnized by the sho rt thin needles gro wing in tu fts o f a do zen 
o r so , which the tree sheds du ring the winter. Taken a.s a 
who le, this gro u p o f trees is mo st u sefu l and interesting and 
we are su re y o u will enjo y getting better acq u ainted with them.

Q. How can I remove crayon 
stains from fabrics? 
A On unwashables. sponge with 
carbon tetrachloride, or o t h e r 
cleaning fluid. Use hot soap and 
water for cottons and linens, warm 
for silks and rayons. If traces of 
color still remain when the article 
has dried, sponge with denatured 
alcohol (dilute the alcohol with 
two parts of water for use on ray­ 
on or colored fabrics). Javelle wa­ 
ter can be used as a last resort 
on cottons, linens, and rayons. 


Q. How can I, when painting 
window frames, mask the glass 
when I have no real masking tape 
on hand? 
A Cut a sheet of newspaper to 
the size of the window pane, and 
press this tightly against the glass. 
This will catch the punt smudg­ 
es or spatters, and can easily 
be removed. 


citrons, or currants from sinking 


to the bottoms of my cakes? 
A. Roll these ingredients in flour 
and heat them quite well in the 
oven, then stir them lightly into 
the batter just before baking the 
cake. 


Q. How can I remove rust spots 
from a ceramic tile floor? 


A. You can do this with a wash­ 
ing solution made by dissolving 
one part of sodium citrate with1 
six parts of commercial glyc­ 
erin. Add water to thin the mix­ 
ture. then mix with sufficient whit­ 
ing to form a paste. Spread over 
the spot rn a thick coating, scrub, 
and then rise off. 


Q. How can I remove s o m e 
medicine stains from sheets or I 
linens? 
A Apply a paste of fuller’s earth 
and ammonia to the stains. I.eave 
on until dry, and then wash the 
stains out of the material with 
cold water. After the cold water 


I treatment, launder in the usual 
Q. How can I prevent raisins,; manner. 


QUESTION: What are needles on a pine cone for? 


ANSWER: This question is a little mixed up. The pine needles 
do not grow from the cones but from tile twigs. These “ needles” 
are simply a special kind of leaf and work for the tree in the 
same way that other leaves do: by using the energy of sun­ 
light, they take the raw materials of air, water and minerals 
manufacture the plant food which is essential to nourish the 
tree and keep it growing. In most of the pine family of trees, 
the narrow leaves stay on the twigs over the winter and so 
these trees are called evergreens. The narrow leaf shape is 
useful, because it lets sunlight penetrate through the ever­ 
greens’ foliage and so keeps the little food factories of the 
leaves going. The great Sequoia is said to be the biggest and 
oldest living thing However, the splendid Redwood, which also 
grows on the West Coast, is even taller, with a record of 364 
feet. Another member of the pine family which we did not have 
space to illustrate is the Larch or Tamarack. It can be re­ 
cognized by the short thin needles growing in tufts of a dozen 
or so, which the tree sheds during the winter. Taken as a 
whole, this group of trees is most useful and interesting and 
we are sure you will enjoy getting better acquainted with them.
